The meeting started at 20:10 hours with W3STW,

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Reuven’s efforts brings 
good news from Uof P 


The Upenn ARC had sent an email to alumni that 
they were looking for help running an exam session, 
and that they had a number of candidates looking to 
take exams. I was not at the time VE Accredited (I 
now am), so I passed the message on to Jim (NS3K) 
who was happy to help out. There were 12 
candidates at the exam session- 9 from Penn, 2 from 
Temple, and 1 from Drexel (my brother Jon who 
was at the meeting, though he graduated a few years 
ago). The other VEs were Drexel ARC president 
KB3WLN and Upenn club alum WLYS, but Jim did 
all the "heavy lifting". Afterwards, the club 
president (Alfredo, KC3BBL) asked me to thank 
Jim and Phil-mont for the help. 


There had been little to no student interest since 
about 1999, when the faculty advisor 
Harry/Haralambos Kritikos retired; it had been 
operated as an alumni group since 2006 mostly 
handled by Russ WA3FRP. This past year a few 
students decided to re-form the club. They decided 
to call it "The Wireless Club of the University of 
Pennsylvania" - Both because they intend to expand 
to more than just ham radio, and because that was 
the original club name from 1909. They created a 
promotional video that shows some of the 
capabilities of ham radio: 

(http://www. youtube.com/watch?v=r_bj_PDPcr0) 
(Preview) and asked interested engineering 
professors to play it for their classes. They managed 
to recruit a nice group of a dozen or so students. 
One of the activities they have done thus far is to 
demonstrate resonance of antennas by hooking a 
bunch of the $15 RTL/SDR dongles to a run of coax 
ending in a dipole antenna, and looking at the signal 
levels when they cut the antenna to various lengths. 
Alfredo said one of the later activities might involve 
the club buying a bunch of the Baofeng HTs and 
doing various activities with them.
